Peril'’s of the: Diver’s Work 
Referring to the death of a diver 
engaged on the Empress of Ireland 
wreck, a writer in the Manchester 
Guardian says that the first sensation 
felt when the diver goes down to 30 
feet or more below the surface is a sing- 
ing in the ears. This is due to the 
drum of the ear being stretched a 
little, and this is caused in turn by 
the fact that the air pressure on the 
outside has been increased, while that 
on the inside is kept normal for a few 
seconds longer by some sligut obstruc- 
tion in the BHustachian tube connecting 
the ear with the nose. 

Ordinarily, a diver may descend 
quite quickly to the scene of his work. 
But he must be very careful how he 
comes up; and the longer he remains 
down the more time must he taken in 
coming up. The reason is that all the 
time he is down his blood is absorbing 
air. Theg reater the depth the great- 
er the pressure of the air, and the 
more of it he absorbs in a given 
time. His blood becomes aerated like 
soda-water in a siphon. Reducing the 
pressure is equivalent to pressing the 
lever of the siphon. The air bubbles 
out. 


Surrendered His Sword 

General Agliardi, the nephew of a 
cardinal, has been put on the retired 
list because, when captured by rebels 
with six other officers, he surrender- 
ed his sword. He is the victim of the 
policy followed for- fifteen years by 
Italian rulers towards the masses. 
General Agliardi, who proved himself 
a brave soldier in three wars and was 
promoted to be a general after the 
Turkish war, cannot possibly be sus- 
pected of cowardice, but thought to 
interpret the policy of the govern- 
ment by refraining from useless re- 
sistance—it being a case of seven men 
against 500—which would have led 
only to bloodshed with graver com- 
plications. His case is not isolated 
in Italian history. Crispi once en 
deavored to conclude a modus vivendi 
between the Quirinal and the Vati- 
can, and semed about to succeed 
when, instead the negotiations failed. 
The Duke of Torlonia, then mayor of 
Rome, knowing nothing of the latter 
fact, and thinking to accomplish a 
master-stroke, went to the cardinal- 
vicar to present the felicitations of 
Rome on the occasion of the birth- 
day of the Pope. Crispi dismissed him 
immediately.

From that small beginning in Port- 
land the society has spread ani 
grown, until today there are mores 
thah 80,000 Christian Endeavor socioe- 
ties in the world, with mors than 4,- 
000.000 members. ‘ 

The-e are Christian Endeavor socie- 
ties in every country of the world, 
and each-week meetings are condict- 
od in more than eighty different lanz- 
uages; the literature of the society 
has been printed in as many tongues. 
Something like 1,f00 daily, weekly, 
and-monthly periodicals carry Christ- 
fan Endeavor news; more than 2vu0 
periodicals are devoted entirely to the 
work of the Christian Mndeayc *. There 
are more than 750 different kinds of 
books, ‘eaitets, cards, ete., publish 4 
for use in the work of the society and 
as aids to it. Mi.lions of pages of spec- 
jal printed maiter are issued every 
year. 

From almost the very beginning of 
the movement Christian Endeavor has 
been interdenominational in its scope 
and work. Though it began in a Con- 
gxregational church, today there are 87 
denominations that take Christian En- 
deavor as their young people’s society. 
Throughout the world thero are prob- 
ably more Methodist Christian En- 
deavor sccieties than those of any 
other denomination, though in North 
America many of the Methodist 
churches have a purely denomination 1 
voung pneonle’s society. On this con 
tinent there are more societies in 
Presbyterian churches than any othor 
denomination: the Christian church 
hh =the second jJarcest number of so- 
oleties, the Congregetional third, the 
Baptist fourth. In Englani, Burma 
a ' India, the Baptists le .d in. Christ- 
fan Endeavor, ~hile ‘fm Australia, 
Spain, France and other countries the 
Methodists le-.d; in Norway, Denmark, 
Germany and Russia the Lutheraas 
lead; in Italy and Waldensians, etc. 

Ne agency has done more to bring 

the Christian people of all denomina- 
tions closer together than has th’'s 
ereat societv. The vresent tendency 
toward a unity of Christian people ani 
churches ‘s due, fn a large part, to 
Christian Endeavor, with its mora 
than 12,000 union meetings «very year, 
ranging from local and county Christ- 
ian Endeavor union gatherings of on 
1--adreé or less, to the State, Interna: 
tional, ~nd World's Conventions, with 
th usands and tens of thousands of 
dolegates presert. Some of the countv 
conventions in this country are‘Jarg?; 
Los Angeles County, Cal., m has 
fewer than 1,000 ct its county conven 
tion; Middlesex County, Mass., had 2,- 
403 at its conventior this year, Tho 
27th International and “ifth Worlds 
Convention is to be held in Chicago, 
July 7-12, 1915. 
Becauso this work is world-wid. in 
its character the time came when it 
was necessary that some one man 
should give al] :¢ his time to the work, 
travelling from State to State, proy- 
ince to province, and country to coun- 
try. There were no funds availabie 
{or this work from which to employ a 
worker; but 29 years ago, Francis £. 
Clark gave up the pasiorate of the 
Phillips Congregational Church, Bos- 
ton, where ae had gone from Port- 
land, and through all these yeais he 
has given himself to this work, with- 
out one penny of salary from the 
Christian Endeavor movement. Dr. 
Clark has earned his own living by, the 
use of his pen, the books he has writ- 
ten, and the specia) articles for maga 
zines and newspapers.

It falls upen the churches, by rais- 
ing up those who defeat and defy 
them, by lowering the whole moral 
tone of the community, and increasing 
the resistance to the powers of good.

Prof. Frank Waldo, writ 
ing in the Boston Transcript, gives 
an interesting description of war time 
uses of the wireless. 

“The ‘usefulness of wireless in wae 
time,” says Professor Waldo, “has just 
been proved in the recall of certatm 
ships ‘after fol, had left port, war 
having ‘been declared in the meantima. 
One ship was recalled to New York 
after proceeding over 500 miles on her 
Way across the Atlantic; and the wire 
less has been active in reaching ships 
from the European stations either for 
purposes of recall or notification tha@ 
the war ts on. 

“The stopping of all telegraphic an@ 
telephonic communication between the 
belligerents at the first breathings of 
war, and the partial stopping by com 
trol and censorship of such commun 
cations from nations at war to non-bek 
ligerents, has rendered. invaluable 
messages by wireless across an@ 
around the regions controlled by the 
belligerents and especially at sea an@ 
across the seas. But the bottling 
of any place so that it cannot hola 
communication with the outside is a 
thing of the past. The fact that e 
wireless apparatus cannot be easily 
h:dden prevents the surreptitious use 
which might be made of it in regions 
under control of the belligerents, ab 
though for short-distance communica- 
tion, such as along frontiers or be 
tween close lying countries as in Westy 
ern Europe, a small wireless recetving 
apparatus might be secretively used, 
especially if it were temporarilp 
strung under cover of the darknesd 
and taken down before daylight. Im 
such work there will be a new field for 
signal corps work and. scoutings. 

“As regards the more powe 
land stations, those which will keep 
up communication 600 miles and up 
wards these can be easily kept under 
government supervision, but the use 
of wireless on ships for sending mes 
sages up to from 250 miles to 508 
miles, and receiving them at st™® 
greater dista- ces from powerful lan@ 
stations, will be subject only to suck 
artificial interference as may be put 
in operation by the belligerents. There 
can be no doubt that the experience 
in the present war will result in the 
closer governmental control of priv 
ate and amateur wireless installation.
